Order  relating  to  Fruit  and  Vegetable 
Industry. 


WHEREAS  on  tlie  twenty-eighth  day  of  Feb¬ 
ruary,  1920,  an  obligatory  Order  was  issued 
by  the  Minimum  Wage  Board  relating  to  the  fruit 
and  vegetable  industry  under  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  whereby  a  minimum  wage 
was  fixed  in  respect  of  the  said  industry  : 

And  whereas  on  the  fourth  day  of  July,  1922,  a 
further  Order  was  issued  by  the  Board  concerning 
the  terms  and  conditions  contained  in  the  Order  of 
the  twenty-eighth  day  of  February,  1920,  and  sub¬ 
stituting  new  conditions  therefor: 

And  whereas,  upon  petition  under  section  9  of 
the  said  Act  presented  to  the  Board  by  employees 
in  the  said  industry  to  reopen  the  question  regard¬ 
ing  the  minimum  wage  therein  and  the  hours  of 
labour,  a  Conference  was  duly  held  and  recom¬ 
mendations  made,  which  have  been  reviewed  and 
approved  by  the  Board,  in  consequence  whereof  it 
is  hereby  ordered  that  the  following  Order  shall  be 
obligatory  on  all  persons  carrying  on  or  engaged 
in  the  fruit  and  vegetable  industry,  in  lieu  of  the 
Orders  dated  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  February, 
1920,  and  the  fourth  day  of  July,  1922,  namely : —

Order  of  tiie  Board. 

Interpretation. 

1.  That  where  used  in  (his  Order  the  following 
expressions  shall  have  the  following  meanings 
respectively : — 

(a.)  “Fruit  and  vegetable  industry”  includes 
the  work  of  females  engaged  in  canning,  preserving, 
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drying,  packing,  or  otherwise  adapting  for  sale  or 
use  any  kind  of  fruit  or  vegetable: 

(?>.)  “Experienced  female  employee”  means  a 
female  employee  who  has  worked  in  the  fruit  and 
vegetable  industry  for  a  period  of  two  months: 

( o, )  “Inexperienced  female  employee”  means  a 
female  employee  who  has  worked  in  the  fruit  and 
vegetable  industry  for  a  period  of  less  than  two 
months. 

Experienced  Female  Employees. 

2.  That,  subject  to  the  other  provisions  of  this 
Order,  the  minimum  wage  for  every  experienced 
female  employee  in  the  fruit  and  vegetable  industry 
(except  women  to  whom  a  special  licence  is  issued 
under  section  10  of  the  “Minimum  Wage  Act”), 
if  on  a  time-rate  basis,  shall  be  the  sum  of  fourteen 
dollars  and  forty  cents  ($14.40)  for  a  week  of 
forty-eight  (48)  hours;  and  if  on  a  piece-rate 
basis  shall  be  such  rate  per  piece  as  will  produce 
the  sum  of  fourteen  dollars  and  forty  cents  ($14.40) 
for  a  week  of  forty-eight  (48)  hours. 

3.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  experienced 
female  employee  in  the  fruit  and  vegetable  industry 
(except  women  to  whom  a  special  licence  is  issued 
under  section  10  of  the  said  Act),  during  the  time 
of  labour  in  any  day  in  excess  of  eight  (8)  hours 
and  up  to  and  including  ten  (10)  hours  a  day,  if 
on  a  time-rate  basis,  shall  be  the  sum  of  thirty 
cents  (30c.)  an  hour;  and  during  the  time  of 
labour  in  any  day  in  excess  of  ten  (10)  hours  a 
day,  if  on  a  time-rate  basis,  shall  be  the  sum  of 
forty-five  cents  (45c.)  an  hour  for  each  hour  in 
excess  of  ten  (10)  hours;  and  if  on  a  piece-rate 
basis  shall  be  such  rate  per  piece  as  will  produce 
the  sum  of  thirty  cents  (30c.)  an  hour  for  each 
hour  in  excess  of  eight  (8)  hours  and  up  to  and 
including  ten  (10)  hours,  and  during  the  time  of 
labour  in  excess  of  ten  (10)  hours  shall  be  such 
rate  per  piece  as  will  produce  the  sum  of  forty-five 
cents  (45c.)  an  hour  for  each  hour  in  excess  of 
ten  (10)  hours. 

Inexperienced  Female  Employees. 

4.  That,  subject  to  the  other  provisions  of  this 
Order,  the  minimum  wage  for  every  inexperienced 
female  employee  in  the  fruit  and  vegetable  industry 
(except  women  to  whom  a  special  licence  is  issued 
under  section  10  of  the  said  Act),  if  on  a  time-rate 
basis,  shall  be  the  sum  of  eleven  dollars  ($11)  for 
a  week  of  forty-eight  (48)  hours  during  the  first 
two  months’  employment  in  such  industry ;  and  if 
on  a  piece-rate  basis  shall  be  such  rate  per  piece  as 
will  produce  the  sum  of  eleven  dollars  ($11)  for  a 
week  of  forty-eight  (48)  hours. 

5.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  inexperi¬ 
enced  female  employee  in  the  fruit  and  vegetable 
industry  (except  women  to  whom  a  special  licence 
is  issued  under  section  10  of  the  said  Act),  during 
the  time  of  labour  in  excess  of  eight  (8)  hours  and 
up  to  and  including  ten  (10)  hours  a  day,  if  on  a 
time-rate  basis,  shall  be  the  sum  of  twenty-three 
cents  (23c.)  an  hour;  and  during  the  time  of 
labour  in  any  day  in  excess  of  ten  (10)  hours  a 
day,  if  on  a  time-rate  basis,  shall  be  the  sum  of 
thirty-five  cents  (35c.)  an  hour  for  each  hour  in 
excess  of  ten  (10)  hours;  and  if  on  a  piece-rate 
basis  shall  be  such  rate  per  piece  as  will  produce 
the  sum  of  twenty-three  cents  (23c.)  an  hour  for 
each  hour  in  excess  of  eight  (8)  hours  and  up  to 
and  including  ten  (10)  hours,  and  during  the  time 
of  labour  in  excess  of  ten  (10)  hours  shall  be  such 
rate  per  piece  as  will  produce  the  sum  of  thirty-five 
cents  (35c.)  an  hour  for  each  hour  in  excess  of 
ten  (10)  hours.  . 

This  Order  shall  come  into  force  and  be  effective 
in  sixty  days  from  the  date  hereof,  whereupon  the 
Orders  dated  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  February, 
1920,  and  the  fourth  day  of  July,  1922,  above  men¬ 
tioned,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  become  null  and 
void.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  76. 

LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1867  " — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work  ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — 
shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers 
to  anv  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the 
location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  applicant.  Such  notice  shall  be  published 
in  the  British  Columbia  Gazette  and  in  one  daily 
and  one  weekly  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  When  the  proposed  Private 
Bill  is  of  a  local  nature,  the  notice  shall  be  further¬ 
more  published  in  some  newspaper  in  the  electoral 
district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
therein,  then  in  the  nearest  electoral  district  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  Such  notice  shall 


in  all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  six  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore¬ 
said  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a  printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a  copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices  pub¬ 
lished.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affidavit 
or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a  copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  or  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided'  for  by  such  Bills.
